THE OPIUM TRADE. 


Berctat energy has been manifested of 
Jate in regard to the suppression of 
trade in opium and intoxicants to 
gavage races" in all parts of the 
world. The expression savage races is 
used in the pamphlets issued by the 
Reform Bureau, an American organisa- 
tion which inaugurated a wissionary 
crumde against trade in opium and 
intoxicants in mission fields in 1/00. 
Tris evidently intended that the Chinese 
should be considered as one of the savage 
races, as the pamphlets largely deal 
with the question of ending ‘once and 
for all the opium trade in that country. 
The Bureau succeeded in 1901 
getting the United States Senate to 
adopt « resolution inviting other nations 


in 


to unite ina treaty to forbid the sale 
of intoxicants and opium among“ un- 
civilized races.”, Nothing in this direc- 
tion dppeara to have. been done as yet 
but on the 16th inst, a conference of 
representatives of seventeen nations 
was to meet at Brussels for the purpose 
of deciding upon the best means of 
securing the co-operation of the countries 
in the work of suppressing the trade. 
The Bureau wishes Great Britain ood 
the United States to arrive at an 
understanding in reference to the matter 
and then submit. a universal prohibitory 
treaty to the other nations. It is not 
exactly clear what interest other than 
moral, the United States can take in 
the opium trade. The only country 
which will bave tu hear the Snencial 
border’ of putting a period to an 
industry which, directly and indirectly, 
gives employment to a large number of 
our fellow subjects.in Indias ia Great 
Britain, The other nations are to sing 
za little hymn of self-congratulation over 
‘tho sacrifice of mammon ‘to morality 
but Tobe. Ball is to pay the, piper.” It 
does not seem to be an altogether sound 
business arrangement. If it should -be 
shown that China has definitely decided 
that the evils arising from opium amok:
